It is more than doubtful that any reduction in taxes will 
be made at this session of Congress. The legislators are | 
extremely anxious to get away and start building fences | 
against the November elections and there would be great 
reluctance to enter upon a long battle over tax reduction. 
The probability is that Congress will shortly agree to adjourn | 
until the next regular session, which convenes in December. | 
BUT this early threat of a forced fight for tax 
reduction is unmistukably a geature foreshadowing 
action when Congress reconvenes in December. Unless 
something untoward happens in national finances or | 
economics, the next session should see the final elimina- | 
tion of the Federal excise tax on automotive products. | 
Now is the time for every member of the automotive 
industry to impress upon his national legislators his 
keen desire to see this tax done away with forever.

New York, June 29.—Crude rub-
